Regarding Applicant's 
contention that Whavne does not disclose a catheter comprising an outer catheter and an inner catheter. Examiner disagrees. 
A catheter is broadly defined as a tubular member that is inserted into the body. Member 83/1 14 broadly meets the limitation 
of being an "inner catheter" because it is a tubular member that is inserted into the human body. Whavne clearly discloses 
every other feature of the claimed invention.
